By presidential proclamation, tomorrow in Bill of 
Rights Day. 
W e have had such a rash of "days” and "weeks" 
specially dedicated to this or that, that it is doubtful how 
much real thinking on the subject of human liberty under 
the Stars and Stripes w ill be produced by seeking to em­ 
phasize it in this fashion. 
But the importance of the topic fully warrants special 
consideration to it. On the basis of its significance to the 
present generation, as well as towards the future of the 
nation, a whole year could well be dedicated to it. Better, 
the coming session of Congress might well be called the 
"B ill of Rights" session. 
The B ill of Rights, first ten amendments to the Con­ 
stitution, are the pivot of most of the arguments of the 
times over the American form of government, its appli­ 
cation under the New Deal, and the possible alternatives 
if it is to be abandoned. 
It is most unfortunate that a great deal of confusion 
has arisen over what the B ill of Rights means, how it 
originated, and the precise manner in which it has been 
endangered. 
President Truman, in his proclamation, heightens the 
confusion on the subject. He accepts the current idea that 
the amendments were written to preserve "inestimable 
privileges," and summarizes the objectives as being "guar­ 
antees to the American people (of) freedom of religion, 
freedom of speech and assembly, and freedom to petition 
for redress of grievances."
